The revelation in trade and com 


merce which occurred in the year 135 
disastrously affected the revenues of th 
government as it did the ineomeg of th 
people, and the administration whic 
had just declared that amid such wide 
spread financial wreck and ruin th 
treasury would continue to pay gold an 
silver only, was forced really to the hu 
initiating necessity of asking authorit 
to issue paper money. 


The Secretary of tbe Treasury in 


formed Congress in his report of D 
eember B, 1857, that although ther 
wa* a btikrice on hand at th* close o 
the GseaJ year of $17,710,114.27, ye 
such wa* the falling off in the revenue 
from customs that it wa* necessary 
provide the treasury with some add 
tiooal means of meeting the demanc 
upon it, and that unless relief was 
speedily afforded there was great dange 
that the available funds might be <uc 
hausted. He therefore asked author 
ity to issue *20,(rOU,000 in treasnr 
notes. A bill tor this purpose was it 
troduccd, and in the debates which fo 
lowed it was truly said that the closin 
hours of the XXXlVth Congress hac 
been consumed in efforts to deplete a 
overflowing treasury, while the carl 
days orHhe XXXV Congress were de 
voted to efforts to fill an empty on 
Only a short time before die geeretar 
had asked Congress to reduce the an 
cumulating coin on hand by a rcvisio 
of tbe revenue laws, and now he is ask 
ing to lill its empty coffers by tlie issu 
o! paper money. Instead of proposin 
a reduction of expenditure* an increas 
was recommended. 


The Secretary ol' I lie Treasury askci 


increased expenditures to collect th 
diminishing revenue, while the Seere 
taryof War wanted permission tft r»is 
four or five additional regiments at a 
additional expense of lour or five mil 
lions of dollars—though the whnl 
business of tlie country waa paralyzed 
its commerce almost destroyed, in in 
dustrial clasess living in enforced idle 
ness, with willing hands imploring 
vain the privilege of labor, and th 
government bankrupt, asking ajthori(._ 
to fill its coffers by the issue of papa 
money. A bill authorizing the issue o 
$2f),000,000 treasury notes was conae 
(jueotly passed, but a prediction wa 
made that this amount would be largel 
insufficient, and that by the end of th 
year the treasury would he many mi 
lions in debt, and that predictiou wa 
soon verified. 


In May, 1858, the Secretary of th 


Treasury was compelled to inform Con 
gress of hid difficulties, that owing t 
the appropriations having been increase 
by legislation nearly $10,000,000 ove 
the estimates, and the revi nue froo 
customs having fallen below the est 
mate about an equal amount, weans tc 
meet the deficit should be provided, 
bill to authorize a loan not eiceedinj 
$15,000,000 was reported to the Rons 
May 26, 1858. 
Thin bill was subse 


quently amended, the amount beint; in 
creased by tbe Senate to $20,000,000 
and became a law June H, 1853. 
The 


interest waa not to exceed five pc 
cent., and the loan was made redeem- 
able at any time after fifteen years 
Secretary Cobb, in bis annual report tc 
Congress, dated December 22, 1859 
used the following language : 


"In the estimated means of thi

(12 statutes, 121), treasury notes were 
issued, redeemable at tl>e expiration ol 
one year from date, bearing interest as 
follows: $70,200 at 7 per cent., $5,000 
at 7 per cent. $24,500 at 8 per cent., 
$33,000 at 8£ per cent., $10,000 at 8f 
per cent., $65,6XX> at 9 per cent., 
000 at 9J per cent., $16,000 at 9£ per 
cent., $77,000 at 9J per cent.. $1,027, 
500 at 10 per cent., $266,000 at 10} 
percent., $623,000 at 10£ per cent.,

per cent., making a total of $1,010,900. 
Additional offers were received ranging 
from 15 to 36 per cent., which were re- 
fused." 


In January, 1861, the georetary, in 


order to relieve the treasury from il» 
embarrassments, waa forced to ask con- 
gress for authority to obtain a:> loan 
without restriction as to the price of the 
bonds. This money was- needed, not to 
meet bonds falling due, or to pay the 
expenses of war, but was asked for in a 
time of profound peace, to meet the 
current expenses of the government, 
Never before, since the year 1789, when 
a small sum was borrowed to pay sala- 
ries, etc., under the new government, 
had a loan been asked to meet ordinary 
expenditures. 
So low had the credit of 


the government fallen at that time that 
Secretary Dix suggested to congress, as 
a financial resource, that the several 
states be asked, as security for the re- 
payment of any money the government 
might find it necessary to borrow, to 
pledge the deposits received by them 
from the government under the act for 
tbe distribution of the surplus revenues 
in 1S:',G, the secretary believing that a 
loan contracted on such a basis of se- 
curity, superadding to the plighted 
faith of tbe United States that of the 
individual states, could hardly fail to 
be acceptable to capitalists. 


A bill was introduced February 3, 


I&G1, authorising a loan of $23,000,000, 
to hear interest not to exceed six per 
eent.Etad to be redeemed in not less 
than ten or more than twenty years. 
Tbe bill became a law February 8,1801, 
after earnest debates, in which, liowev 
cr, no opposition was manifested to the 
bill aaa whole, but simply to details, 
both partieftifgrceing that a loan was 
absolutely necessary.
